.. we are now Treating of : Inſfomuch, that but to mention 7eimy 
I”o 5, is 1 ſufficient proof thereof ; ſhe having evea from her Youtu iollow- 
el tre Thieving Trade, and grown fo Famous therem, that {ew who hve 
111, London, are Strangers-to her Name and Reputation. She was as ſhe faith 
her felf, .Born in the . Pariſh of St. Gi/:s's in the Fzelds, of Parents Reatonably. 
Well .to Paſs; and Hoelty ſufficient to have given tem more Hopes and 
Comfort than © they tound in their Daughter : Who tho they Lived not to 
© her Fatal End, yet in the Buddings of ter Youth percieving fo -wuici1 by 
her to their great D.&amfort; and al:yoit Heart breaking, eaſily imagined 
what Fra't ſhe was afterwards roo likely to yield, For having ariel to the 
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Ape of Eleven Years, her Father and Mother being one Day Invited a-hroad 
ro Dinner, ſhe took the Opportunity, and finding where her Mother had laid 
up ſome A;oney to the value of 36 or qo s. upon a Shelf in the Kitchen, 
ſhe took rhe ſame, together with the Handkerchief wherein it was tied, and 
purs them into her Pocket; but bzing to exerciſe her Wirs to prevent

now 1t got Looſe and where it was, to which ſhe readily anſwered that it 
had knawed the Cord that tied it whileſt ſhe was Abſent ani had got into 
the Leads ; the Mother fuſpeCting nothing further went up Stairs to ſeek it, 
where looking out of Window, ſhe efpied the Handkerchict and the ſcatter- 
ed pieces atorcſaid.. which made her ſeverely angry wit poor Pagz, and 
lay the Crime at his Duor that was not Guilty thereof: This Exploit having 
thus happily iucceeced, young Fane began to think her ſelf Miſtris of great 
Cunnmre, air] ſeveral tries atrerwards repeatrmg her Domeſtick Tluevery's, 
was at laſt tound oat by the meaus of another young Wenci that was a 
Neighbours Daugater, and a great Comrade of Fenry's, with whomi ſhe 
uſed to ſpend her Moneys, aad ro whoſe Breaſt ſhe communicated all her 
Secrets: Tyeſe two having one Day tell our upon the account of a lit'e 


T-alouhe berween them, which was occaſioned by the addreſs of a young 


Apprentice Boy, ( that ufed to call Jerry his Sweer Heart )) tothis her Com- 
rage, with whom the N'git before ſhe had found him too Famiharly a Tri- 
fling ; upon wlicirZez.,.y was, fo Enraged that ſhe flew vpon the Young 
Wenc\1, ani having torn her Head geer and grievouſly Beat her, called her 
whatſoever her Angry Rhetor:ck 1n the firit heates of Patton diCtared to her: 
Whuch her Comrade laying to Heart, nor being able to revenge her ſelf other- 
wife ſhe vent and mmediately diſcovered the Secrets of all Ferny's Pranks 
to her Mother. who was ſtrangiy Surpriſed thereat, and began ro Examin? 
her Daug'ter about 1t : - who tho ſhe abſolutely denied the Fact* yer it 
b-ing ſo plainly proved againſt her, diverſe other Cirxcumſtanc2s corrobora- 
ring rhe faine; afevere Pumthinent- was threatned a gainlt her, which from

She would often our of Curioſity only at firſt repair to rhe ſaid Gyp/ics ro 
know her future Fortunes, which they flattered her would be muci ro her 
Advantage provided ſhe would Joyn with them, and rake fuc'1 courſe ot 
Livelyhood as they did ; which ſhe was not much averſe to, having norte«] 
that they hved Mcrrily, and wanted nothing in their Straw that inight make 
ſuch a Life Grateful ro them, which they finding, told her if ſhe wowd 
ger what Plate or money ſhe could from her M.:tter that was very Rict:, 
ſhe ſhould be admired wnro their Number, and be made much of amongtt 
them, appointing her the next Night to ger off with the Booty, and to 
come to them ar Midnight; and ſhe ſhould have a Guide to convey her 
to another Road far enough out of the way of her Maſters Reach : To this 
Propoſno! ſhe ſoon Hearkned. and the next Night Robb'd the Farmer of 
Plate and Money to the value of 40 /. with which under the Conduct of a

Hereupoa 
being 11 a great Rret,he b2gan to ſwear tharit might as well have happened 
on atry of t2em ag himfeff, had they been in ſuch a Croud as he lit upon, come- 
ing our of a Church in London : Upon which one of the Company replied, 
that he would lay any; Man a Wager of 5 /. that no ane in England ſhould 
ever pc his Pocket, without his tindmg them in rhze Action. Say you fo 
an{vers the Gentleman, T'le take you up that Wager, and lay you 5 . if you 
Carry your W.rchyn your Pocket for a Fortnigat together; it ſhall be taken 
thence : 'Tis done anſwers the other and accordingly bound the W..ger agree- 
ing that if inthe ſame time the M/zrch was called for, and he had not 
the ſane to prodnce, the Money ſhould be Loſt. The Wager being thus ld, 
the Gentleman gors tmmedaarely ro Newgate and inquures tor an L:gemious 
Pickpocket, to whom he was D:rected, and by him to Feriny Vos, who was 
at large as a Perfon for his Tam, to whom the Geatteinan goes, and who in 
ſhort underrook the fame ; and having had 1ight of the Party whole Watch 
ſhe was to-take; ſhe: drefles' her felt '1m very good Hubir, and tvilows the 
Gentleman ro the Cuſtom-Houſe, where coming up H'xecr-Lane ſhe crofſes 
tis way, fretends toH2 in a Swoon, and fal's don, {iereupon the Gentleywan

cd the others Confidence, and won his Wager. 

By this and other Exploits Fenny having got in great repuration a- 
monglt her Comerades, grew inumediately acquainted with the greateſt 
of rhe Gang,and particularly with Sadier and other of Ins Company who 
ſtole my Lord Chancellours Mace, and committed diverſe other Robbe- 
ries; She being alwayes called ro Confult when any thing of- moment 
was to be done : Nor was leſs owing ro her contrivance, than the fuc-

Leave, but returning preſently told hum he had another Favour to beg, which _ 
was that when he came with his Kinſman he might be put our of the Houſe fo 
as no notice might be taken of him by his Kinſman, who it he fee he was about 
to leave him, would very unwilingly part with him, which the DoCtor like- 
wite promiſed. Having thus laid rhe matter, the next Morning he gocs to
